He said: “I have written 
to the Transport Minister 
to make money available 
from the transport grant 
for improvements if 
required. 

“The Vale Council has 
made changes to the road 
in recent years and spent 
well over £100,000. It is 
obvious, however, that if a 
roundabout is needed that 
can only be financed by 
the Assembly.” 

Since 2004, there have 
been four fatalities and 
34 people injured. The 
Vale Council has made a 
number of changes to the 
road over the years, which 
were highlighted in a 
report to the committee. 

In December 2003, a 
temporary ‘prohibition of 
U-tum order’ was made 
permanent for northbound 
traffic joining the Docks 
Link Road at the 
Coldbrook Road East 
Junction. 

In 2005, in response to 
collisions which had taken 
place, the council com¬ 
missioned an independent 
‘junction and accident 
report’ which made a 
number of recommenda¬ 
tions for short, medium 
and long-term measures 
that could improve road 
safety. 

The short and medium- 
term proposals were 
implemented from 2005 - 
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2007, at a cost of more 
than £108,000, and 
included improved sig¬ 
nage, road markings and 
surfacing, and the intro¬ 
duction of a lane merge 
facility. The speed limit 
was also reduced from 
60mph to 50mph. 

The report, which 
focussed on previous inci¬ 
dents and which was writ¬ 
ten before last week’s col¬ 
lision, pointed out: “The 
long-term proposals that 
were suggested included 
the introduction of traffic 
signal controls or a round¬ 
about. 

“The audit recognised 
that the introduction of 
traffic signals may 
increase the incidence of 
rear end shunts, and that 
the roundabout design 
would prove complex and 
involve substantial earth¬ 
works.” 

One critical point made 
to councillors was not 
about the road, but about 
the way some drivers 
behave on it: 

“The main factors 
involved in the causes of 
the fatalities experienced 
at this location are illegal 
manoeuvres and driving 
under the influence of 
alcohol. Neither of these 
can be addressed satisfac¬ 
torily by highway engi¬ 
neering techniques.”

Petition launched to 
save the West End’s 
Barclays Bank branch 


BARCLAYS BANK 
has announced that 
its branch in Broad 
Street, Barry, is to 
close on December 
11, and its business 
is being merged with 
the Holton Road 
branch. 

But a petition is being 
launched by local people 
in a bid to spare the 
branch from closure. 

The Vale’s Assembly 
Member, Jane Hutt, 
expressed her concern at 
the closure and told The 
GEM: “I am meeting 
Barclays Bank, along 
with the High Street 
Traders, to raise objec¬ 
tions to the proposed clo¬ 
sure of its branch on 
Broad Street. 

“It serves local people, 
as well as businesses in 
the West End of Barry. 

“The cash points are 
always busy, as are the 
services offered in this 
branch to local residents, 
and shoppers in High 
Street and Broad Street. 

“It is the only bank 
branch left in the West 
End of Barry and a peti¬ 
tion has been launched to 
save it.” 

Local businessman Mr 
Anthony Hopkins of Vic 
Hopkins & Son, the fami¬ 
ly butchers on High 
Street, said: “The closure 
of the Barclays branch is 
a blow for the area, and 
also for some of my cus¬ 
tomers.”

Mr Hopkins added that 
in a letter to him, the bank 
had pointed out that there 
was a cash machine 
which people were able to 
use at the Post Office in 
High Street. 

Mr Jonathan Brenchley 
of Barclays explained: 
“We regularly review our 
branch network to ensure 
that we are operating in 
the areas where our cus¬ 
tomers need us. 

“This occasionally 
means we make the deci¬ 
sion to close a branch, 
where it has very low 
customer traffic and is 
very near to another 
branch. 

“As a result, we have 
taken the decision that on 
December 11 we will 
merge our Broad Street 
branch in Barry with our 
Holton Road branch, 
which is located under a 


mile away.” 

Mr Brenchley said: 
“We also have an ATM at 
Morrisons supermarket, 
located approximately 
half a mile away. 

“We realise customers 
like choices, which is 
why we also offer internet 
and telephone banking, 
and we’re one of the few 


high street banks to have 
an agency arrangement 
with the Post Office. 

“Personal customers 
can make deposits and 
withdraw funds at any 
Post Office in the UK. 

“There is a Post Office 
on High Street, just a 
short walk away from 
our Broad Street branch.”

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‘WE MUST MAKE LINK 
ROAD SAFE NOW!’ 


I N March 2009, 
after yet more 
fatalities on the 
Barry Docks Link 
Road, the three 
Cadoc councillors 
Fred Johnson and 
Neil Moore and I 
requested a report 
to look for further 
ways to improve 
road safety and 
protect residents of 
Barry and the Vale 
on this very busy 
and dangerous 
road. 

Regrettably, the 
report was brought to 
the meeting of the econ¬ 
omy and environment 
scrutiny meeting on 
Tuesday, September 29, 
a day after another fatal¬ 
ity had occurred on this 
road, which reinforced 
the urgency of doing 
something. 

Extra safety measures 
clearly need to be made 
to this road. My condo¬ 
lences go out to the fam¬ 
ily and friends of those 
who have been casual¬ 
ties after incidents on it. 

I have had first hand 
experience of a driver 
pulling out in front of 
me when leaving Argae 
Lane into the main car¬ 
riageway. It was only 
luck that allowed me to 
avoid a collision, but if 
someone had been 
approaching in the other 
direction I may have not 
been so lucky. 

Something really does 
need to be done to try 
and prevent more deaths 
and injuries on this road. 

At the meeting, a 
highways officer pre¬ 
sented his report, along 
with photographic evi¬ 


dence of 123 illegal 
manoeuvres which were 
taken by a surveillance 
camera over approxi¬ 
mately a three-week 
period. 

The evidence before 
us was frightening as 
this clearly showed 
many, many incidents of 
people doing ‘U’-turns 
on this very fast stretch 
of road. 

This is clearly not a 
local ward issue, but one 
that affects a lot of peo¬ 
ple in and around Barry, 
Sully and Dinas Powys, 
and I was very pleased 
to have the unanimous 
support from the scruti¬ 
ny committee for the 
proposals that were put 
forward. 

Coun Neil Moore, 
who also attended the 
meeting, proposed that 
the officers’ recommen¬ 
dation that a high defini¬ 


tion vehicle recognition 
CCTV camera be 
installed, and also the 
construction of a police 
observation point on the 
road, but called for more 
measures. 

Coun Moore request¬ 
ed four other measures 
that should be intro¬ 
duced. He requested a 
reduction in the speed 
limit to 40 mph from the 
Lidl’s roundabout to 
McDonald’s roundabout. 

He also called for two 
speed cameras, one on 
each carriageway before 
the junctions off the 
Link Road. 

He also called for the 
authority to look for a 
long term solution and 
funding from the Welsh 
Assembly, or any other 
source, to create an 
elongated roundabout 
integrating these junc¬ 
tions, if the short term 


measures are not suc¬ 
cessful in reducing the 
accidents on the road. 

He also called for the 
council to consider 
increasing its budget to 
carry out the work dur¬ 
ing this financial year if 
at all possible. 

The committee also 
agreed that letters are 
written to all MPs, AMs 
and the Welsh Assembly 
Government to look for 
funding for this urgent 
work. 

Now that the scrutiny 
committee has passed on 
their recommendations 
to the Vale Council’s 
cabinet, we trust that the 
recommendations will 
be accepted and the 
safety measures intro¬ 
duced sooner rather than 
later.

AN Assembly mem¬ 
ber has said that the 
next stage of the 
Barry Waterfront 
development is “an 
opportunity not to 
be missed”, and 
should include some 
facilities not on the 
current plans. 

A housing consortium 
comprising Persimmon 
Homes, Taylor Wimpey 
and Barratt Homes, has 
put forward proposals for 
a £250m transformation 
of the Waterfront area, 
which includes 2,000 
new homes, a cafe quar¬ 
ter, a waterside open 
space and park areas, 
along with retail space. 

Commenting on the 
plans, regional AM Chris 
Franks, said: “While I 
support development of 
vacant land at Barry 
Waterfront, it has to be 
the right development. 
And that means a high 
quality and imaginative 
development which will 
be seen as a landmark in 
Barry for decades to 
come. 

“Why are there no 
leisure facilities proposed 
or even a museum of 
Barry, which is some¬ 
thing the town needs? 
I’ve also got concerns 
that the additional road 
to the island will not be 
adequate.” 

“There are huge 
opportunities on this site 


and they must not be 
missed.” 

Mr Franks said that 
the views of the cam¬ 
paigning group, Pride in 
Barry, should also be 
taken into account. 

He added: “I also 
question the benefit to 
Barry of having another 
supermarket within a 
short distance of the 
Morrison’s store. 

Who does that benefit 
apart from the develop¬ 
ers?”

above sea level and has 
brilliant views across the 
central Beacons. 

The open moorland 
on Mynydd Illtyd was 
covered with grazing 
sheep as the group 
turned west and made 
their way along a very 
dry, deep mtted bridle 
path on the edge of 
Traeth Mawr. 

The morning was still, 
dry and warm as they 
turned over a stile into a 
series of fields with kiss¬ 
ing gates, and the low 
cloud was still hugging 
the top of Fan Frynych 
to their right and across 
the central Beacons just 
ahead. 

After a short road- 
walk, they turned up a 
lane which led them into 
woodland at Coed Ty- 
mawr and a pause for 
refreshment. 

Climbing gently up a 
narrow path that became 
very muddy further 
along, they eventually 
crossed a stile and 
emerged into open fields 
that had views stretching 
as far as Llangorse Lake, 
Blorenge, Abergavenny 
and the misty hulks of 
the Black Mountains 
away in the distance. 

In the foreground 
stood Pen y Fan at 886- 
metres (2907ft) the high¬ 
est peak in south Wales 
and Com Du, standing at 


873-metres (2864ft) their 
misty slopes covered 
with bracken and against 
the skyline, the peaks 
and gully in between 
giving the appearance of 
a riding saddle. 

Following the track at 
the base of Fan Frynach, 
which towered above 
them, they gazed across 
the Afon Senni valley 
with its neat fields and 
boundary hedges and 
patches of woodland and 
forestry plantations, 
before stopping below 
Twyn Dylluan-ddu for 
lunch. 

Refreshed, they con¬ 
tinued downhill to the 
valley bottom joining the 
road at Forest Lodge 
Cottages and walking on 
to reach open moorland 
dotted with sheep at 
Traeth Bach. 

Together with Traeth 
Mawr these two peat 
bogs, where acidic and 
alkaline water are found 
close together, yields a 
very different environ¬ 
ment and plant life and 
both bogs are areas of 
special scientific inter¬ 
est. 

The area can get very 
boggy during wet weath¬ 
er and can be dangerous, 
but the group followed a 
bone dry bridle path 
towards Sarn Helen, part 
of the old Roman Road. 
Then turning east and 


crossing Traeth Mawr 
they reached a road that 
took them over a cattle 
grid, past a wood and 
back to the Mountain 
Centre car park, where 
many took advantage of 
the chance of a cup of 
tea and some cake 
before the journey home. 

On October 10, meet 
9.30am at Cogan Leisure 
Centre for a six-mile 
moderate walk around 
Ystradowen, Welsh St 
Donats and Aberthin;

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Vale Council looks 
at who should own 
its housing stock 


VALE councillors are 
being asked next 
Wednesday to decide 
whether or not to bal¬ 
lot council tenants on 
transferring all of its 
housing stock to 
another landlord. 

The cabinet is recom¬ 
mending that a ballot 
takes place and prelimi¬ 
nary consultation letters 
have gone out to tenants. 

The council has been 
looking at whether or 
not it could bring its 
houses up to the mini¬ 
mum standard expected 
by the Welsh Assembly 
Government ana 

whether this would rep¬ 
resent the best deal for 


tenants. There are cur¬ 
rently 3.926 properties 
on the Vale Council’s 
books. 

The alternative land¬ 
lord is not being speci¬ 
fied at this point but 
other councils such as 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) set up housing 
associations to take over 
the stock. 

Tony Jacques, head of 
housing, told The GEM 
that the work involved 
in staging a ballot was 
considerable. 

He said: “It involves 
detailed discussions 
with the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 


‘Back St Athan 
scheme’ 


THE Conservative 
Party was urged to 
give full backing to the 
£12 billion Defence 
Technical College in St 
Athan at its annual 
conference this week. 

The Vale Council 
recently granted the St 
Athan project planning 
permission and after the 
Welsh Liberal Democrats 
again backed the devel¬ 
opment, 

Vale MP John Smith is 
now calling on the Tories 
to “re-affirm their com¬ 
mitment” to the project. 

Mr Smith, who is 
standing down at the next 
election, said: “The 


Tories urged 

Tories owe it to the peo¬ 
ple of Wales to show 
their firm commitment to 
the Defence Technical 
College, which will bring 
jobs and investment to 
Wales. 

“People and business¬ 
es here in Wales deserve 
to know if David 
Cameron and his party 
are fully behind this 
record investment, want 
it to proceed at St Athan, 
and are still committed to 
the All Party support that 
won the bid and will help 
spread the benefits of this 
recession-busting project 
to the whole of Wales.” 


Any pre-ballot process 
would involve a series 
of consultation events 
and roadshows for ten¬ 
ants across the Vale.” 

The involvement of 
the Welsh Assembly is 
crucial. In the case of 
BCBC, the Assembly 
granted the council £48 
million which, in effect, 
wiped out existing debts 
incurred building coun¬ 
cil properties. 

The theory behind the 
deal was that, instead of 
using rent money to 
service the outstanding 
£48 million debt, all the 
rent would be available 
for council house repairs 
and new building. 

As a result, BCBC set 
up a new housing asso¬ 
ciation, Valleys to Coast 
(V2C), which continues 
to manage former coun¬ 
cil properties, and which 
is free to find funding 
for new build projects. 

Bodies such as V2C 
are generally referred to 
as Registered Social 
Landlords (RSLs). 

Back in the Vale, the 
council’s own consult¬ 
ants have said: “.. there 
will be no advantage to 
the council on stock 
transfer, unless there is a 
commitment from WAG 
to the payment of gap 
funding (dowry) to 
enable the new RSL to 
regenerate some of its 
stock, and to improve its 
general estate environ¬ 
ments.”

‘CHARGE OF THE LIGHT BRIGADE’

was Mr Ron Powell, 
who gave an enlight¬ 
ening talk, giving a 
new slant on the 
‘Charge of the Light 
Brigade’, the disas¬ 
trous charge of the 
British cavalry against 
Russian forces, during 
the Battle of Balaclava 
in the Crimean War. 


Ron gave a potted his¬ 
tory of the various officers 
- Lord Cardigan, Earl 
Lucan, Captain Nolan, 
and Lord Raglan, all of 
whom had very little mili¬ 
tary training and had fol¬ 
lowed the common prac¬ 
tice of purchasing their 
officer rank. 

There was also the 
problem of communica¬ 
tion, with written instruc¬ 


tions taking 20 minutes to 
convey commands. With 
this background, a disaster 
could have been predict¬ 
ed. 

Lord Raglan, the Army 
Commander, held a posi¬ 
tion on high ground and 
sent an order, carried by 
Nolan, to Lucan - the 
intention being to prevent 
the enemy removing guns 
from the redoubt.

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LOCAL PEOPLE GIVE THE 
CREMATORIUM THUMBS UP 


IN a snap poll conducted by The 
GEM to gauge the temperature of 
public opinion on the new crema¬ 
torium in Barry, people gave it 
unanimous backing - subject to 
traffic being managed correctly. 

All the people The GEM spoke to, 
including some who lived along the Port 
Road, said that the planned facility would 
benefit the town. 

A number of people pointed out that a 
crematorium, while welcome, would have 
to have carefully managed access. 

The GEM understands that the entrance 
to the new crematorium will be half way 
between Pencoedtre Lane and the round¬ 
about at the top of the Docks Link Road, 
on the other side of the road. 

Mr Ross Jeynes, who lives on Port 
Road East, said: “I have no objection - it 
doesn’t bother me at all. 

“I have had to go to funerals in 
Bridgend and Thornhill; it will certainly 
be convenient for people in Barry. 

“If people are not close family or 
friends they might attend at a church in 
Barry, but not go all the way into Cardiff 
or Bridgend; having a crematorium in 
Barry will make it easier for people to 

go” 

Mr Jeynes said that the safe flow of 
traffic to the crematorium would have to 
be a prime consideration because of how 
busy the Port Road could be. 

Mrs Joanne Lambert, who lives on the 
Trehame Estate, picked up on the same 
theme. 

She travels along the Port Road regu¬ 
larly and said: “It is good to have the facil¬ 
ity. People don’t want to have to go to

Bridgend and Cardiff. 

“They will have to manage access to it 
carefully. The speed limit along there is 
currently 50mph, perhaps they will have 
to reduce it along that stretch.” 

Mr John Lane, another Port Road resi¬ 
dent, said: “It will be a benefit to Barry. I 
don’t think it is intrusive.” 

Mr Lane added that he believed the 
“pluses outweighed the minuses” - as 
long as the traffic was managed properly. 

“A good new facility for Barry” - that 
was Mrs Pat Giles’ verdict. 

Mrs Giles of Dyffren Place in the town 
explained why she was in favour of it: 
“Bridgend and Thornhill are a bit out of 
the way and not everyone has got their 
own transport. 

“If you are planning to go by bus, it can 
involve a change of bus on the way too.” 

She said that she had had to go to 
Thornhill in the rush-hour one day and it 
had taken a long time to get there, adding: 
“I think the crematorium will need a 
roundabout to get into it.” 

Her sister-in-law, Mrs Shiela Giles, 
said: “I think having a crematorium local¬ 
ly is a good idea, and will save families 
from Barry having to travel.” 

Mrs Margaret Collins, who lives in St 
Mellons, but was visiting friends in Barry 
for the day, saw a benefit for Cardiff in the 
town have a crematorium. 

She explained: “It is very busy up at 
Thornhill Crematorium, and it will reduce 
the amount of traffic it has to cope with.” 

Mrs Bemardine Rees, who lives in 
Barry, said: “In the past I have travelled to 


Thornhill and Bridgend. I think it is a very 
good idea to have a crematorium nearer to 
home.” 

Last week The GEM reported how Mr 
Simon Cox, who owns South Wales Golf 
Centre, was closing the centre after 24 
years because the lease was not being 
renewed and the crematorium was going 
to be built there. 

Mr John Williams, who also responded 
to our vox pop, said: “It is a shame for 
Simon (Cox) and his business, but it will 
save people travelling.” 

Mr John James, a partner at funeral 
directors, W James & Son in Rhoose, said 
because of its proximity to Barry it would 
be convenient for people in the town to 
use, but also made the point that people in 
other areas of the Vale were used to going 
to Coychurch for cremations. 

He said: “It may take a while for it to 
build up -1 work in St Athan and Llantwit 
Major and a lot of people are accustomed 
to dealing with Coychurch. 

“If people already have family links to 
a crematorium that is where they might 
continue to go.” 

Mr James added that when his father 
was running W James & Son in the 1970s 
and Coychurch was opened, it took a 
while to catch on because people were 
used to going to Thornhill, or Glyntaff at 
Pontypridd. 

Vox pops are not scientific surveys, just 
interesting snapshots of local opinion. 
Doubtless there are other people with dif¬ 
ferent ideas, but on this occasion everyone 
The GEM approached, with one or two 
qualifications, thought Barry would bene¬ 
fit from the crematorium. 


‘Planning committee has 
let down local residents’ 


H AVING attended the 
Defence Training 
College (DTC) and 
Aerospace Business Park 
(ABP) meeting last week, I am 
absolutely disgusted with the 
manner in which the Vale’s 
planning committee totally 
disregarded more than 2,000 
petition signatures, some 140 
individual letters of objections 
and major concerns expressed 
by a number of Assembly 
Members. 

The committee voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly in favour of both schemes, 
despite being fully aware of major 
concerns regarding the Northern 
Access Road (and the suitability of 
the existing roads which will serve it), 
the use of greenfield sites for housing, 
the firing range and field training 
areas, etc. 

It was left to Couns Gwyn John 
and Nic Hodges to voice the concerns 
of St Athan and Llantwit residents. 
Unfortunately, the chairman of the 


planning committee, Jeffrey James, 
made it perfectly clear to the entire 
committee, that they should favour 
both schemes and this was reflected in 
their vote. His summing up couldn’t 
have been more biased if Metrix had 
written it for him! 

Lunding for the DTC will not be 
decided until after the next general 
election, so there was no need to rush 
this through planning. 

The planning department could eas¬ 
ily have taken the public’s objections 
on board, recommended amendments 
and then considered a re-application. 

Instead, they approved the scheme 
as a whole, which is designed totally 
for the convenience of the developer 
and with no thought for the impacts 
on local communities. 

The £ signs before their eyes affect¬ 
ed their judgement as they sought to 
make a nest for a golden goose which 
has yet to prove fertile.

Lyme disease 
warning to 
pet lovers... 

P ET owners - especially dog walkers 
- should be on their guard in the 
coming months, following some 
alarming findings about Lyme Disease - 
a painful, disabling condition which can 
affect both humans and animals. 

Here, at PDSA, we have seen a 150 per cent 
increase in the number of suspected cases of 
this disease, which is transmitted by a tick bite, 
over the last three years. 

Symptoms include a rash, fever, lameness 
and fatigue, as well as swollen lymph glands 
and nerve damage. 

We advise pet owners to cover up when in 
woods or long grass - and to check their pets 
after walks for signs of ticks. 

Owners should check the fur, using rubber 
gloves, as an infected tick can bite both the pet 
and human. 

If an owner does find ticks on their pet their 
vet can safely remove them.

BERT’S FATE IS SOLVED 


LOCAL historian and longstanding GEM contributor, 
ALFRED MILLS - aged 98 - tells of a chance 
encounter that has helped to complete his family tree 


1 AM one of those people 
who always watch Who 
do you think you are? 
on television and I am 
sometimes amazed at the 
coincidences that have led 
to information which has 
been revealed, and which 
has given pleasure to the 
person making the enquiry 
to the TV programme. 

Something of that nature came 
my way recently when I attended 
the funeral of a cousin’s wife in 
Cardiff, where I met relatives I 
had not ever seen or heard of up 
to that occasion. 

My mother was a Wakefield, 
one of a family of eight, com¬ 
prising six daughters and two 
sons, all born in Cardiff in the 
second half of the 19th century. 

One son, Tom, died in Cardiff, 
circa 1924 and the other son, 
Albert (uncle Bert), as a young 
lad, after leaving school, became 
a messenger boy employed by 
the Post Office to deliver 
telegrams - long before house 
telephones were available. 

He was soon called up to 
serve in the 1914-1918 war but, 
sadly, he never survived. The 
message that he had been taken 
prisoner was all the information 
that his family ever had and my 
mother always lamented the fact 
that no further information was 
forthcoming during her lifetime, 
as to how he met his sad end. 

In March this year, I saw an 
obituary notice referring to a 
lady I believed was the wife 
(widow) of a first cousin of mine 



A family photograph of Uncle 
Bert on the back of which is 
stated: “Mother’s brother, Bert 
Wakefield. Taken prisoner of 
war in the period 1914-1918 
Never heard of afterwards.” It 
is not known how old he was 
when the photograph was taken 
by WK Cox & Co, 199 Bute 
Road, Cardiff, but it is assumed 
that he was in his 20s. 

(also deceased) and I felt the 
urge to attend the funeral at 
Cardiff. 

Together with my son, we met 
aunts, nieces, cousins and fami¬ 
lies we had never seen before, 
and our presence was appreciat¬ 
ed. 

One lady cousin, now living 
away, was particularly pleased to 
see us and we learned that she 
has been working on the compi¬ 
lation of a family tree, and thus 
was interested to learn whether I 


could help in any way. 

We have been in touch ever 
since, exchanging views photo¬ 
graphs etc, and I mentioned 
Uncle Bert Wakefield and the 
fact that the only information 
received was that he was taken 
as a prisoner of war. 

Very recently, we received by 
e-mail information that my lady 
cousin had gained through her 
efforts, and this e-mail included 
the official declaration and a 
photograph of Albert’s last rest¬ 
ing place. 

He died on June 27, 1918, at 
the age of 37 (a coincidence that 
my birthday falls on June 26). 
Although the cause of his death 
is not given, the knowledge that 
his memorial stone can be seen 
and is well cared for, is gratify¬ 
ing, albeit that it is located on 
foreign soil. 

I cannot explain why I felt so 
strong an urge to attend that 
funeral at Cardiff, but the pleas¬ 
ure of seeing relatives for the 
first time and the information 
regarding mother’s brother, Bert, 
leads me to think that fate decid¬ 
ed I should attend. 

Although it is late in life for 
me to leam about relations I 
knew nothing about, one cousin 
is delighted that we met and suc¬ 
ceeding correspondence has 
enabled her to complete the fam¬ 
ily tree.

You might have seen 
recent worries expressed 
about the amount of 
information people put 
on social websites such 
as Facebook and thought 
that you would never be 
that free with your 
details. You might have 
to think again. 

Passwords are used to 
protect your information, 
your identity and your 
money. To be effective 
they need to be secret. 
That means not giving 
them away. 

With credit cards, you 
are given definite 
instructions that you 
must never write down 
your PIN (Personal 
Identification Number) 
on pain of losing your 
protection if somebody 
discovers it and steals 
from your account. 

It is easy to construct 
nonsense passwords; 
you could do it by pick¬ 
ing scrabble tiles out of 
a bag and throwing in a 
few numbers to improve 
it. There is snag of 
course (isn’t there 
always?) You have to 
remember it! 

Step forward birth¬ 
days; names of pets; 
nick-names; favourite 
flowers, favourite 
colours; postcodes; 
where you spent your 
honeymoon; mother’s 
maiden name; children’s 
birthdays; name of your 
house; birthdays back¬ 
wards and so on. Surely 
no-one will be able to 
guess those. Then you 
tell the world what they 
are! 

No, you don’t put 
them onto a social web¬ 
site, but you do put them 
on your own website as 
part of your family tree. 
One of the common 
checks by your bank to 
ensure you are who you 
say you are is to ask for 
your mother, s maiden

name.I remember a tale 
of a teacher, Mr Stoker, 
who challenged his class 
to discover his pass¬ 
word.

The programme 
itself will be protected 
by a password and (in 
case your computer is 
lost, stolen or fails) you 
will need to make sure 
that you have a backup 
available or you will 
lose all your passwords. 

The passwords it gen¬ 
erates will be truly diffi¬ 
cult to discover as they 
will incorporate a mix¬ 
ture of capitals, lower 
case, numbers and sym¬ 
bols. They could also be 
truly difficult to remem¬ 
ber! 

There are ways to 
make your own without 
too much trouble. As 
above, simply reversing 
the characters is not 
enough. You could, for 
instance add (or sub¬ 
tract) a fixed number of 
days, weeks, months or 
years to a birthday ~ or 
anything. 

Do you remember 
quiz sheets that chal¬ 
lenged you to figure out 
that mtwtfss stood for 
days of the week or ottff 
(for one, two, three, 
four, five). 

How about sicttasd 


for “Shall I compare 
thee to a summer’s day”, 
or any favourite line of 
poetry, proverb or say¬ 
ing. Try two short words 
put together such as 
plum and belt to make 
plumbelt or pbleulmt.

that most of us are looking pale, sun-starved 
and weathered by the elements. For Kuhnke, 
though, that’s not a problem. Successful singles 
aren’t always the belles of the ball. 

She explained: “It’s a little known fact that 
availability counts for more than beauty in the 
dating game.

makes people feel good about you and that 
leads to social and business success.” 

It may not always seem the case, but accord¬ 
ing to Heskell, we were all born flirts.

“If he likes you, he’ll follow your eye contact 
by pushing his shoulders back and puffing out 
his chest - it’s a primate thing,” she says. 

“Also watch out for a suppressed smile and 
super-quick raised eyebrows.” 

Once the art of flirting has been mastered 
and body language finely tuned, these transfer¬ 
able skills can be applied to all areas of life. 

After all, it boils down to being more aware 
of other people, and that’s something that can 
work all year round!

C HRISTMAS is the season 
to be ‘merry’, but drinking 
too much might leave you 
the worse for wear. 

One golden rule is: ‘Never be 
tempted to drink and drive’. 

So how can you avoid hangovers?

1/ Make sure you have eaten before 
going to a party! Food slows down 
the absorbtion of alcohol and will 
protect your stomach lining. 

2/ One rule is: ‘Don’t mix grape 
and grain.’ Put simply, beer and 
whisky come from grain, whereas 
wine and cognac come from grapes. If 
you are not sure what sambuca, ouzo 
or retsina are made from, then you 
may have to do some research or ask 
a friendly waiter. 


3/ Smoking makes you want to 
drink more, so avoid the temptation 
to light a cigarette, or cigar. 

4/ Alcohol can dehydrate the body. 
To counteract the effect of dehydra¬ 
tion, drink a pint of water before you 
go to bed. 

5/ One remedy advised by people is 
taking evening primrose oil, which is 
alleged to boost liver function, helping 
the body break down alcohol in the 
system. 

6/ Learn to say ‘no’ when you have 
reached your limit. Don’t let people 
persuade you to drink more than you 
should. 

7/ During a meal, drink water with 
your wine. 

This will slow down your alcohol 
intake, and it will also stop that dehy¬ 
dration effect. 

8/ Vitamin C in the form of orange 
juice or other citrus juices will help 


neutralise the effects of alcohol. 

9/ Make sure you eat a healthy bal¬ 
anced breakfast. Because alcohol 
stimulates the production of insulin, 
your blood sugar levels could well be 
low, and the food will take care of 
this. 

10/ A classy ‘hair of the dog’ cure 
for a hangover is Fernet Branca. Take 
25 per cent Fernet Branca, 25 per 
cent Italian Vermouth, and 50 per 
cent gin! 

If that sounds like a mouthful 
you’d rather avoid, then try a shot of 
Ferner Branca in a cafe espresso! 

11/ In complete contrast, the 
ancient Greeks (great thinkers!) were 
convinced that eating cabbage was a 
cure! 

12/ Go back to tip number 6 and 
remind yourself that no one is funny 
if they’ve had too much to drink - 
they just look silly!

But it’s not all doom 
and gloom - with some 
careful planning it is 
possible to have a low 
calorie Christmas party 
season, says nutritionist 
Carrie Ruxton. 

“It’s important to 
think about what 
you’re going to do over 
the festive period, so 
you don’t end up hav¬ 
ing this weight gain and 
then feel miserable 
about it in January.” 

Carrie recommends 
deciding what your 
approach to Christmas 
eating and drinking 
will be, and then stick¬ 
ing to it. 

“Dieticians always 
come across as killjoys 
during the Christmas 
period, but that’s 
because our clinics are 
always flooded in 
January with people 
saying ‘Oh dear, I’ve 
put on a stone, I’m so 


depressed about it’. 

You can enjoy yourself, 
but you have to think 
ahead and make the 
right choices for you.” 

Here are Carrie’s 
tips for a sensible 
intake: 

MORE PROTEIN, 
LESS FAT 

“Think about the 
plates of food that you 
have and go for more 
turkey and more veg 
and then minimise the 
sauces and high fat 
ingredients like roast 
potatoes. Turkey is low 
in fat and very high in 
protein, which has been 
shown to make you feel 
full for longer, so you 
won’t come back for 
more.” 

VARY YOUR 
VEGETABLES 

“Vegetables are low 
GI and high in fibre 
and will fill you up with 
fewer calories than 
fatty alternatives such

as nibbles and sausage 
rolls. But it’s easy to get 
bored of veg over the 
Christmas season and 
then you’ll start having 
smaller portions. Why 
not try roasting winter 
vegetables like swedes 
and onions or go for 
seasonal cabbage and 
spinach for a change? 

“Roasted potatoes 
are really really high in 
calories because they’ve 
been sitting in fat in the 
oven. Why not mash, 
bake or boil them for a 
healthier alternative?” 
HAVE SMALLER 
PORTIONS 

“In Mediterranean 
countries, they put a 
small amount on their 
plate and then, if they 
feel like it, they’ll have 
some more. But in 
Britain, we load up the 
plate until it’s overflow¬ 


ing and then everybody 
feels obliged to eat 
everything on the plate. 
Switch to the 
Mediterranean style 
and you’ll probably 
find you eat less.” 

CHOOSE 
HEALTHY 
STARTERS AND 
PUDDINGS 

“Go for soup because 
it’s more filling than 
greasy vol-au-vents or 
sausages on sticks, and 
for dessert, try some¬ 
thing like meringue 
with fruit and natural 
yoghurt, which will be 
much lower calorie 
than the traditional 
pudding with custard 
and brandy butter. 

“If you really have to 
have Christmas pud¬ 
ding, have a smaller 
portion than normal.”

DINING REVIEW / Loch Fyne Restaurant by don john

F OR many years, one of the sad¬ 
dest sights for local food-lovers 
with long memories was the 
boarded-up, increasingly decrepit 
appearance of the former Mulligans 
fish restaurant, just outside 
Cowbridge. 

Under its one-time owners, a local husband 
and wife team, it had built up a deserved repu¬ 
tation for excellent seafood cuisine, with its 
patrons drawn to the distinctive eatery from 
near and far afield, simply by word of mouth - 
in those far off days before computer blogs and 
Twitter sites! 

After the couple’s departure to pastures 
new, and following a change of direction in the 
hands of a brewery chain, the landmark build¬ 
ing finally closed its doors, and was left to lan¬ 
guish alongside the busy A48 road leading to 
Bridgend. 

Until, that is, last year when the building 
was acquired by the Scottish Loch Fyne 
Restaurants group, which in a surprisingly 
short space of time, has not only tastefully 
restored the iconic Vale venue, but is now set 
on elevating it to the higher reaches of the spe¬ 
cialised seafood niche market. 

The new-look Loch Fyne Restaurant opened 
for the first time on July 21, 2008, under its 
young general manager, Emma Passmore. 

Though still only 24, she has already had 
four years management experience with the 
company, including a stint as general manager 
at Loch Fyne’s Henley on Thames restaurant, 
and also at Leeds - having been picked out as 
an early high flier during part-time waitress 
work, while still a student at Bristol university. 

Having been sent to launch the new Vale 
restaurant, she lived in a temporary hut on site 
for weeks beforehand, while arranging the fur¬ 
nishing of the interior, recruiting staff, and 
preparing for the big day. 

“We had to start the restaurant completely 
from scratch after the extensive renovation 
work on the building was complete. It was just 
a shell,” she recalls with a smile. 

“They said to me: ‘/Us all yours, Emma. See

you in six weeks ’ - and I just had to get on with 
it...There was no gas supply, all of the furni¬ 
ture and fittings had to be ordered, and I had 
to interview hundreds of people for 35 jobs!” 

Did the prospect of launching the restaurant 
at the height of a national ‘credit crunch’ faze 
her? Was she worried that cash-strapped din¬ 
ers would stay away from the new venture? 

“Not really. In fact, before we had even 
opened, the phones began ringing and they 
haven’t stopped since. 

“ At the start, we had so many customers 
that we had to turn some away, in order to 
ensure the high standards of service we have 
set ourselves,” she says. 

Curiosity (and perhaps a touch of nostal¬ 
gia?) may have been a factor in the surge of 
interest, though no doubt underpinned by 
Loch Fyne’s reputation, built up from its early 
days as a humble oyster bar, for a unique 
approach to sustainable farming of fish stocks, 
including salmon (scrupulously avoiding the 
threatened wild variety), from its culinary base 
in the pristine waters of Scotland’s longest sea 
loch on the west coast. 

From there, the streams of fresh fish, oys¬ 
ters, lobsters and various other shellfish, are 
dispatched to the Vale and other Loch Fyne

restaurants, as well as outlets across the UK, 
and beyond. 

The result is a controlled yet eye-catching 
menu of well-presented, not unreasonably- 
priced, tasty seafood delights to tempt the most 
discerning of palates - without necessitating a 
visit to the bank manager! 

The 11 starters on offer vary in price from 
£5 for mussel, clam and tomato chowder; 
Scottish herring fillets in four marinades with 
creme fraiche and pickled cucumber (£6); up 
to £7 for Loch Fyne oysters on ice with accom¬ 
paniments. 

(For variation, there was even a Scottish 
smoked venison dish, or goats cheese, wild 
mushroom and spinach tart). 

However, guided by our attentive waitress, 
Sarah, my choice fell on extremely tasty South 
Coast peppered mackerel fillets counter-bal¬ 
anced by delicious shallot marmalade and 
crunchy toast (£5). 

My companion opted for Loch Fyne ashet, a 
mixed trio of salmon, one of which, a chunky 
hot-smoked mini marvel, was voted “the best I 
have ever tasted” (£7). 

The impressively varied list of main dishes 
ranged in price from £8 for a pair of Loch 
Fyne kippers, to chilled lobster served with 
home-made mayonnaise (half £15, whole £30). 

The mouthwatering fillet of steamed 
Anglesey bass (from the only sea bass farm in 
Britain) with Loch Fyne scallops and braised 
fennel (£15) proved an absolute winner; as did 
the chef’s special, a beautifully cooked fillet of 
bream on a deeply-flavoured green pea risotto 
(£15). 

A glass of crisp Gros-Plant Du Pays Nantais, 
especially selected in France to complement 
Loch Fyne oysters, proved a perfect accompa¬ 
niment to our own fish dishes. 

Meals come with freshly-made crusty bread 
and there are optional side dishes of vegetables 
or ‘proper’ thick-cut chips (£4.50). 

To finish, there is a selection of visually 
appealing desserts (£4.50) conjured up by the 
talented Welsh head chef Gareth Howard, of 
Ystradowen.

At the very centre of town 
life throughout the ages 


M AESTEG indoor market, situat¬ 
ed beneath the Town Hall, in the 
very centre of Maesteg has 
played a central role in the town’s histo¬ 
ry- 

It was opened in the 1880s when Maesteg was a 
thriving mining town which was drawing in work¬ 
ers from all parts of Wales and beyond. 

It was important that the town had its own mar¬ 
ket and also a first-class hall where public perform¬ 
ances could be staged and the building, which was 
paid for by the miners, ticked all the boxes. 

The market is also the heart of Maesteg’s shop¬ 
ping centre - the one place where people socialise 
as well as shop, where news and views are 
exchanged and where customers and stall holders 
engage in lively discourse. 

The market remains vibrant, despite difficult eco¬ 
nomic times with a healthy demand for stalls. 
Although it is a small market, it has a surprising 
variety of goods. 

Stalls sell a variety of foodstuffs, including 
Welsh foods like cockles and laverbread; 
Carmarthen farm produce, including butter, bacon, 
cheese and cooked meats; and locally baked bread, 
cakes tarts and pasties. 

A newsagent also offers toys and stationery and 
other stalls sell jewellery; pet supplies, old fash¬ 
ioned sweets, clothing and Christian books. 

A sewing stall provides a valuable service to the 
community by carrying out repairs and alterations 
plus dry cleaning. 

The bustling indoor market also has its own cafe 
where shoppers can enjoy a cuppa or a meal. This 
cafe has injected a lot of life into the market hall, 
giving people a focal point for meeting up with 
friends. 

But there is another dimension to the market - its 



lively outdoor section, which is a mix of stalls and 
self contained shop units. 

Fresh meat and vegetables are on sale, as well as 
cards, computer repairs, jewellery repairs, ice cream 
and refreshments, flowers, baby clothes, jewellery 
rugs and plants. Further stalls come on Fridays sell¬ 
ing a variety of other goods. 

There is also an outdoor cafe and a hairdresser. 

All of this is to be found within a very compact 
area in the town centre. The bus station lies along¬ 
side and the town’s free car park is only a short dis¬ 
tance away, so the market is very accessible to all. 

Markets were in many ways, the precursors of 
supermarkets, offering people choice and variety. 
But Maesteg’s market offers those rare qualities of 
homeliness and intimacy which are lacking in so 
many impersonal and characterless modern super¬ 
markets. 

The market still has an important role to play, not 
only as a shopping venue, but also in the communi¬ 
ty life of what is still a very warm-hearted valley 
town. JI

‘FLYING VET’ TO FACE 
THIRD ASSESSMENT 


VALE ‘Flying Vet’ 

Maurice Kirk, who 
has been held in custody 
since June 25 on charges 
involving an antique 
firearm, has been ordered 
by a court to remain at the 
Caswell Clinic in Bridgend 
for a third period of 28

guably one of the high- 
est-profile comedians in 
the world, the UK suc¬ 
cess of The Office par- 
laying into global recog¬ 
nition for the performer. 

Having dipped his 
toes into the waters of 
film with a range of 
cameos, he delivered his 
first starring role in last 
year’s Ghost Town, and 
follows it up with a film 
that he also co-wrote 
and co-directed, titled 
The Invention of Lying. 

Gervais plays Mark 
Bellison, who lives in a 
world where human 
beings haven’t evolved 
the gene for lying. When 
Mark is fired from his 
job and is threatened 
with being evicted, he 
suddenly discovers a 
propensity for spouting 
untruths - an ability that 
has both its good points 
and bad points... 

Given his lofty rise in 
stature, there seems to 
have been somewhat of 
a backlash against Ricky 
Gervais. 

Whether his work has 
lost focus as he has 
steadily climbed the lad¬ 
der of recognition, or 
there is an element of 
smugness to his work, it 
seems the comedian has 
the knives out for him. 

The Invention of 
Lying isn’t going to 
change many percep¬ 
tions, yet it still makes 
for a funny, if ultimately 
very slight, piece of 
work. 

As he is on starring, 
co-writing and co-direct- 
ing duties, Gervais is 
very much the key 
ingredient here, and his 
work is competent to 
good throughout all of 
his duties. 

As a performer, he 
gives himself the most 


as he riffs on his per¬ 
sona to good comedic 
effect; however, the flip- 
side to that is that he 
comes across as too 
bland and uninteresting 
to really register. 

Gervais doesn’t quite 
have the charisma to 
pull off leading man 
duties, and while he 
shows a degree of range 
in his performance that 
hint there is more than 
merely a comedy string 
to his bow, it is a lead 
performance that is lack¬ 
ing somewhat. 

He fares better in the 
writing and directing 
stakes, being assisted in 
both by Matthew 
Robinson, who is mak¬ 
ing his bow here. 

Script-wise, the film 
is funny, with a clever 
way in one liners and 
gags that link to 
Gervais’ roots, while the 
concept allows some 
neat jokes on the nature 
of human behaviour 
when lying is taken out 
of the equation (the 
opening joke in particu¬ 
lar both coarse yet thor¬ 
oughly amusing). 

However, building 
upon the concept isn’t 
so easy, and while 
Gervais and Robinson 
have fun with the 
comedic aspect, they try 
a little too hard to show 
the consequences of 
what happens when 
Mark starts telling lies - 
it’s a noble intention to 
add depth to what could 
have been just plain 
funny, but it doesn’t 
quite come off, with 
several jabs at religion 
feeling particularly ill- 
conceived. 

Direction-wise, the 
film looks good and 
services the material to 
its best ability, but again

All in all, The 
Invention of Lying feels 
like something of a mis¬ 
step for Ricky Gervais.
